Misconduct in office, ‘incompetency, 
habitual drunkenness, willful neg­ 
lect of duty and offenses, involving 
moral turpitude were charged Dis­ 
trict Judge J. W. Bolen of Pon­ 
totoc county, in a resolution pre­ 
sented to the lower house of the 
state legislature today by the house 
committee on investigation an<^im- 
peachment.

The practice of using pullets as 
breeders frequently leads 
to

hatching results are affected be­

Young pullets do not have 
tho constitutional vigor

by the older birds.

^pullets usually lay a sm aller 
egg than yearlings. 
3. 
L arger 
chickens 
will 
be 
hatched from large eggs than from 
the entailer ones. 
4. 
Chickens from yearlings are 
usually stronger and grow better 
than chicKens trom pullets.

THE PRICE OF A WHITE COLLAR. 


A lot of young fellows who have been holding down 
“white collar* jobs at meager wages are discovering that this 
alleged badge of superiority is a costly decoration. They see 
bricklayers and tile layers and plasterers raking in from ten 
to eighteen dollars a day for working in overalls, while as 
clerks they are lucky to have a wage of more than four or 
five dollars daily. 
In other words, the price of a white collar must be fig­ 
ured as a penalty of several dollar^ per day for the man 
who could be a capable skilled craftsman but who clings to 
his “respectable** job behind a desk and that white collar. 
And since American boys are rather independent and 
sensible fellows, on the whole, a lot of them are ditching the 
white collar and learning how to do something that displays 
the overall badge. The vocational night schools have been 
doing a rushing business, and now that public school sys­ 
tems are giving this sort of training, too, many lads will go 
straight into the trades, as they ought to, instead of trying 
to maintain an artificial social standing in some office or 
store. 
The building famine in the United States is more or less 
permanent now, and there will be a shortage of skilled labor 
for many years to come. Therefore, the boys who see how* 
steep the price of a white collar actually is are going to be 
rewarded by an improved economic position if they throw* 
their mock pride overboard and climb into a suit of overalls.
